him,  neither  in  thU  \vurl«J,  neither  in  the  worhl  to  come.*' — Matt 
Ml:  31,3s!.  ?  •• 

1  presmtie  it  is  scarcriy  neccssa.'y  lo  remark, 
ihiil  n:a!iy  sects  belauding  lo  the  Christian 
wuilil,  claim  lhi.s  |)assii;>e  as  such  positive  proof 
of  the  perpetuity  of  pain  in  a  futuie  world,  that 
iiiiiie  bat  u  Uiiivcrsiihst  will  deny  it.  It  is  affirm¬ 
ed  lliat  the  posi'ive  dechiriiiioii  of  our  Saviour 
coiiceniin:'  the  noii-fort’iveiiess  of  the  committers 
of  (he  sill  aeainsr  ihw  Holy  Sjiirit.  iti  tiiis  world 
or  in  the  world  to  come,  is  iirefrai;il)le  testimony 
of  the  filial  destriK  iioii  of  lliose  who  do  commit  it. 

Hut  liutwillistaiiiiiiit'  this  afliniialive,  there  is  a 
doiioiuiiiatioii  of  people  increasing  in  numbers, 
moral  iiilhienie  ai;d  respeetability,  who  believe 
tijal  ill  the  fuhies.<  of  tiMie,ev  eiy  child  of  God  will 
fte  raised  to  the  hijihest  order  of  intellectual  be- 
iijif  and  happiiic-is  in  heaven.  And  they  declare 
that  (his  p.i.saue  utLrs  no  teacliing  which  militates 
auaiiist  that  ruble  opinion — on  tlie  contrary,  that 
when  it  is  |  ro[)‘Mly  and  truly  explained,  it  coin- 
ciA's  with  iiie-proni!se.s  of  God,'  and  the  uiisstoii 
ol  our  Saviour.  Such  beiiii!  the  state  of  the  case, 
ni)  readers  are  besonaht,  w^jile  endeavoi  iiia  to  ex¬ 
amine  this  sni/joei,  to  cast  away  all  preeuiiceived 
opinions,  and  Mt  in  jud^tment,  as  a  jury,  upon  what 
tiiav  be  offen  d,  lii.it  it  may  be  weighed  in  the 
li, dance  of  leasoii,  ari.i  receiveil  or  rejected  ae- 
fordina  lo  it.s  trntli  or  falsvliood.  I'riitli  i.s  my 
only  ile-siie.  If  I  know  my  own  iieart.  if  1  rightly 
mider.st'.iiid  the  motives  which  ii.fluenee  me,  1  feel 
that  my  aim  is  to  obtain  a  clear  view  of  the  mat 
ter  ill  all  its  bearings.  'I'htrefore,  before  1  am 
jiiilaed  in  this  suojeci.  1  beg  that  the  reasolis  1 
present,  to  piove  that  the  passage  has  long  been 
iavesled  with  mystery,  may  receive  attentive  coii- 
sjiieraiioii  from  ev.-iy  peison  who  reads  lueui. 

The  order  of  e\am'  'atioii  which  will  be  follow- 
eil,  is  1.  To  ascer:  .m  what  is  the  sm  against  the 
Ihily  Ghost,  2.  Who  can  commit  it,  3.  What 
piini.sIimeiK  :ii;eiiiis  it.  , 

\t  the  very  ont-ot.  I  desire  to  remark,  that  if 
the  expie.-,s  letter  of  the  text  be  follow  ed  in  a  strict 
ajiplicalioii,  it  will  be  found  entirely  «-onrrary  to 
ibe  po]iiiiar  no'ionsof  the  day.  Obscive  the  lan¬ 
guage  of  otir  Saviour — *'  .\ll  manner  of  sin  and 
lilaspheiny  shall  be  fur^icca  unto  men,  but  the 
blasphemy  against  liie  Holy  Spirit  shall  uol  be 
furgiven  iiiito  men."  .Vdniiftiiig  the  popular  iii- 
lerprel.’.tioii  to  be  correel,  it  will  be  seen  that  all 
sins  arc  to  be  posiiively  forgiven  to  men,  with  the 
exception  of  o«c  sin — wliieii  fict  is  the  direct  op¬ 
posite  of  common  views  of  it.  for  notliiug  is  more 
irtipient  than  the  repieseiitalion,  that  multitudes 
•it  men  aie  lo  be  lost,  not  fot  oiiC  sin,  but  for  a 
Kirieti^  of  sins. — Conse(|iieiitly,  the  passage  does 
not  prove  the  peculiar  seutiiiicfits  of  those  who 
bilieve  that  the  pa>sage  prove.s  ceaseless 'wo. — 
But,  if  we  lake  the  ubvions  spirit  of  this  language, 
without  eoiifiiiing  ourselves  to  the  express  letter 
of  the  words,  the  meaiinig  i.s,  not  that  there  is  one 
Sin  which  it  is  impossible  to  pardon,  but'that  tliis 
Vnic  sin  was  of  such  an  aggravated  character,  as 
to  exhibit  a  depravity  of  conduct  of  which  its  per- 
peirators  would  not  repent,  ami  who  cotisequeiil- 
iy  Could  not  rcrelv”  forgiveness. 

1.  What  is  the  sin  agaiusl  the  Holy  Spirit? 

To  ileiinc  the  notions  w  hich  many  people  en¬ 
tertain  of  this  sin,  wottid  indeed  be  a  ijifTicult  task ; 


^  fur  it  is  a  fact,  that  many  of  those  modern  people, 
who  dicma  that  they  have  committed  this  sin,  do 
i.ot  know  what  makes  them  nfraid.  They  fear 
that  they  liave  grieved  away  the  Holy  Spirit,  and 
siimed  away  the  day  of  grace ;  that  there  is  no 
mercy  remaining  for  them  in  the  fountain  of  love. 

,  But  haw  they  grieve  the  spirit  of  God  and  sin 
away  the  day  of  grace,  and  what  it  is  to  do  these 
things,  they  know  not;  for  (heir  views  of  the  mat¬ 
ter,  in-stead  of  being  the  resujt  of  examination,  arc  l| 
a  mass  of  disconnected  notions  and  phantoms  of  i| 
the  imagination.  If  people  confined  (heir  views  li 
to  the  Bible,  their  present  conceptions  of  this  mat- 
tei  would  be  consigned  to  the  tombs  with  Salem  i 
witchcraft,  for  the  Bible  is  clear  in  declaring  u'hal  1 
this  cin  is.  ^  I 

The  parallel  passage  in  Mark  lii :  2^30,  reads 
thus: — “  V'erily  I  say  unto  you,  all  sms  .shall  be!| 
forgiven  unto  the  sons  of  men,  and  blasphemies  li 
wherew  ithsoever  they  sliall  blaspheme  ;  hut  he  j! 

;  that  shall  bl'isphcnie  against  the  Holy  Spirit  hath  |! 

'  never  forgiveness,  but  is  in  dangci  of  eternal  dam-  i! 
uatioii  :  because  they  said,  he  hath  an  unclean  spi- 1[ 

I  r/7.”  Be  it  remembered,  that  the  Phari-saic  part  j| 
of  the  Jewish  Kalioii,  believed  the  Pythagorean 
im-lempsychusis  or  the  change  of  a  spirit  from  one 
body  to  another.  Hence,  when  any  peraon  was 
ins.iiie,  or  very  much  afflicted,  they  supposed  that 
^  It  was  caused  by  a  wicked  spirit  which  had  for¬ 
merly  inl'.ab'ted  another  body.  This  opinion  is 
niauirrsteil  in  t'le  afflrmaliun  of  Herod,  who, 
when  told  of  the  fame  of  Jesus,  said,  “  Tliis  |l 
is  John  the  Baptist ;  lie  is  risen  from  the  dead  ;  p 
I  and  ilierefore  mighiy  works  do  show  forth  them- 1| 
selves  ill  him." — Ma'tt.  xiv:  2.  Therefore,  when 
I  the  Jews  cliaiged  our  .Saviour  with  an  unclean  . 
spirit,  lliey  meant  that  in  evil  demon  had  come  1| 
I  into  him,  and  enabled  him  to  p'erfurin  what  he  I' 
did. 

1  But  why  did  the  Jews  make  this  charge  ?  The 
I  context  of  the  text  will  answer  .lis  question.  It 
I  appears  that  our  Saviour  performed  a  miracle: — 
i  “  And  there  was  bionghl  unto  him  o xc  |H)s»essed 
with  a  devil,  Iditid  and  dumb  ;  ami  he  healed  him,  j| 
insomuch  tliat  the  blind  and  dumb  boili  spake  ji 
and  saw." — Yerse  22.  This  miracle  was  so  ob-  (j 
viuus,  that  the  )i(‘ople  said,  “  is  not  this  the  .Son  L 
[ofD.ivid?" — Verse  23.  The  Pharisees  saw  its '! 
iiitlnence  upon  the  multitude,  and  they  strove  to  | 
;  counteract  :l  l>y  declaring,  “this  fellow  doth  not  f 
cast  out  devils,  but  by  beeiz.ebub  the  prince  of  ,| 
devils.". — Verse21.  This  fuoli.sh conclusion,  our ;! 

I  Saviour  answered,  by  inquiring  of  iheni,  how  sa-  ^ 
tan’s  kingilo.tii  could  stnud,  if  it  was  divided  by  i 
casting  out  demons  ! — and  if  he  by  s.itan  east  cut 
demons,  by  what  power  did  their  children  cast  | 

I  them  out  ?  Our  Saviour  closed  this  rea.soniiig  by  j. 
speaking  the  Liiigiiage  of  the  text.  | 

I  From  these  Scripture  citations,  it  mast  be  evi- 
i  dent  that  the  Pharisees  saw  Christ  perforir.  a 
I  miracle  ;  tliat  they  could  not  i.oubt  it.  and  hence, 

I  lo  destroy  its  influence,  they  declared  that  he  had 
|“ar  riiictean  spirit,”  or  a  demon.  It  :niist  also 
}  be  evident,  that  this  is  what  onr  Saviniii  deuoini- 
I  nates  blasphemy  against  the  Holy  Ghost — for  as 
'  llie  Pharisees  must  have  been  convinced  tli.il  the 
:  miracle  was  wrought  by  the  Htdy  Spirit  ol  God, 

I  it  was  the  height  of  all  sin  lo  resist  its  influence 
^  and  ascribe  it  lo  the  power  of  the  devil.  It  was  not 
'  honest  i  'noi'aiice  and  mistake,  but  it  was  the  pal- 
I  p.iblc  resistance  of  known  irnlh  ;  ami  ascribing 
{that  truth  lo  a  malicious  source.  Now,  liere  is 
'  uo  longer  room  for  misapfirehcnsion  coiiccrniitg 
this  subject,  (di  we  are  expressly  told  what  the  sin 
is — that  it  consisted  in  ascribing  the  miracles 
which  Christ  wrought  b^  the  power  td  God,  to  the 


influence  of  satan.  And  it  would  have  been  per¬ 
fectly  pardonable  in  me,  had  I  done  no  more  in 
ex|daii.ation  of  this  part  of  the  s  uhject,  than  to 
have  quoted  the  expression  of  Mark,  “  becanse 
they  said,  he  hath  an  unclean  spirit;"  for  that 
short  sentence  is  so  perfect  an  ex()usition  of  the 
blasphemy  against  the-  Holy  Spirit,  as  to  make  it 
im|Missible  for  the  caieftil  reader  to  fall  into  eitor 
cunccriiiiig  it. 

2.  We  therefoie,  shall  attempt  to  show  who 
can  not  and  who  can  commit  this  sin. 

Much  misery  has  flowed  from  the  notion  of 
people,  that  they  have  eoinmiited  what  they  de¬ 
nominate  tlie  unpardonable  sin.  Many  poor 
wretches,  forgetting  that  nothing  can  .separate  as 
from  the  love  of  God,  and  dreauiing  that  they 
have  perpetrated  a  sin  which  God  views  with  such 
inflexible  sternness  that  he  will  not  forgive  it,  have 
become  mad,  and  cominiited  suicide  on  the  altar 
of  religious  mi.stake  and  enthusiasm.  But  an  un- 
deistipidiiig  of  the  subject  wottld  li.:vc  spared  the 
world  such  evils  ;  because,  it  I.s  beyond  dispute 
evident,  tliat  no  believer  in  Christ  t  an  commit  this 
sin.  Remember  that  the  sin  censisted  in  ascri¬ 
bing  the  iiiiraeles  of  Christ  lo  the  jiower  of  satan. 
Now,  no  believer  m  Christ  can  thus  act — f»r  ever^ 
believer  in  Christ  admits  that  Christ  performed 
his  miracles  by  the  power  of  God,  and  by  no  other 
agency  whatever.  Hence,  they  can  not  do  as  did 
the  Jews,  nor  do  they  ;  for  those  who  dream  that 
they  have  committed  the  blasphemy  agnin.st  the 
Holy  Spirit,  arc  firm  in  their  Lclit*fof  Christ  and 
his  miracles.  I  am  not  alone  in  this  view.  Dr. 
Clarke  remarks,  after  (|uoting  Mark  to  prove  what 
the  sill  was — “  Here  the  matter  i.s  made  clear  be¬ 
yond  the  smallest  doubt  ;  the  uiipaidonable  sin 
as  some  term  it,  is  neither  less  iior  more  than 
ascribing  the  miracles  wrought  by  the  power  of 
God,  to  the  spirit  of  the  devil.  Many  sincere 
people  have  been  troubled  with  apprehenswns 
that  they  have  committed  an  unpardonable  sin  ; 
blit  let  it  be  observed,  tiiU  no  man  who  believes 
the  divine  mission  of  Jesus  Clirisi  exer  can  com¬ 
mit  this  sin :  therefore  let  no  man  s  heatc  fail  be¬ 
cause  of  it,  from  henceforth  and  forever.” 

I  go  even  fartlier  than  this,  and  afliim,  that  no 
unbeliever  can  commit  it  in  these  days,  and  for 
this  reas'm. — It  will  be  remembered  that  the 
Pharisees  admitted  that  Christ  actually  perform¬ 
ed  miracles  ;  the  sin  was,  nnl  in  denying  liifl  mira¬ 
cles,  but  in  denying  that  they  proved liis Messiah- 
•ship,  and  in  .iscrihiiig  them  to  an  evil  spirit.  Mo¬ 
dern  unbelievers  can  not  do  this,  for  they  do  not 
believe  that  Christ  perforiiied  miracles  at  all; 
they  think  that  the  evidence  is  not  sufficient  to 
prove  that  he  did;  consequently,  they  can  not 
sin  as  did  the  Jews.  If  an  individual  appeared 
to  modern  unbelievers,  under  the  same  cirenm- 
stances  that  Christ  appeared  to  the  Jews — if  they 
saw  him  perform  miracle.s  wliich  they  could  not 
deny,  and  then,  instead  of  admitting  that  he  was 
sent  from  God,  should  declare  that  it  was  lucan- 
laiion  and  magic,  they  would  commit  the  sin 
against  the  Holy  Spirit.  But,  situated  as 
now  are.  they  can  not  coiiiinit  it.  If  these  facts 
were  only  known,  (ami  they  wculd  be  known,  if 
people  examired  the  matier  clearly,)  how  much 
pain  and  distress  would  be  spared  individuals,  by 
iakin<j  from  them  an  imaginary  fear,  whicli  drives 
them  to  the  conclusion,  (hat  for  them  there  is  no 
mercy,  and  for  them  there  is  no  forgiveness  ! — and 
which,  t.ikiug  from  them  their  reason,  forces  them 
to  a  death,  of  all  deaths  the  most  lo  be  dreaded. 
I  call  the  fear  miagiuary.  because  it  has  no  ex'is- 
tcnce  in  fact.  Still,  it  has  tlie  same  effect  on  those 
who  believe  it,  as  though  it  was  actaal)^  a  trutbt 
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If  I  ebild  it  fwtenrd  in  a  dark  place,  and  imagines 
that  toino  thing  it  after  it,  that  iinagin.ittoti  will 
at  quickly  dettroy  its  reason,  as  though  a  (ieinoii 
actually  attacked  it.  So,  if  persons  imagine  that 
they  have  tinned  away  all  pardon,  and  are  given 
up  to  irrevocable  destruction,  so  far  as  they  are 
concerned,  it  will  affect  them  ns  much  ns  though 
it  was  true,  and  will  continue  to  affect  them  until 
disabused  of  the  phantom.  They  would  be  disa¬ 
bused  of  it  if  they  looked  for  themselves,  for  there 
it  uolhiug  attached  to  Christianity  but  that  which 
joys  the  heart  instead  of  paining  it,  and  strengili- 
eos  the  intellect  instead  of  destroying  it ;  for  the 
Gospel  is  good  will  to  men,  and  peace  on  earth. 

3.  We  come  now  to  consider  the  punishment 
of  the  sin. 

It  must  be  evident  to  nil.  that  it  w.is  the  spirit 
of  God  which  enabled  Jesus  to  perferm  miracles— 
that  the  Jewtdid  say  that  this  power  was  a  demon 
—consequently,  they  sinned  agMinst  the  Holy 
Spirit  of  God.  For  this  sin.  Christ  affirmed  that 
they  should  not  receive  forgiveness. 

Let  us  e.xaiDine  this  subject  of  non-forgiveness. 
Our  Saviour  did  not  menu  that  it  was  impossible 
to  forgive  this  sin.  This  is  clear  beyond  dis|iuie. 
the  opinion  of  many  modern  professors  to  the 
coiitrai'y  notwithstanding.  Our  Saviour  meant 
•imply  to  affirm,  that  the  majority  of  those  who 
COiiiniitted  this  sin,  could  nut  have  forgiveness, 
because  their  .hardness  of  heart  was  so  great,  they 
would  nut  e.xereise  the  repentance  necessary  to 
insure  furgivene.ss.  Hence,  Aihaiiasins,  one  of 
the  early  (Christian  fatliers,  makes  this  observa¬ 
tion— “  Christ  doth  not  say  to  him  that  blasphe- 
meth  and  repenteth ;  but  to  him  that  blasphe- 
metii ;  and  therefore  he. means,  to  him  that  con- 
tinuelh  in  his  blasphemy ;  for  with  God  there  is 
no  sin  that  is  unpardonable."  The  case  of  Peter 
is  directly  in  point.  Christ,  on  a-ceit  iin  occa¬ 
sion,  declared,  “  whosoever  shall  tieny  me  before 
men,  him  will  I  also  deny  befi'rc  itiy  Father  whicli 
is  in  lieaveD."— Matt.  \  :  33.  This  ihriatening 
is  as  strong  and  definite,  r.s  that  which  w.is  spoken 
against  the  sin  of  blasphemy..  Pcl<jr  ileiiied  oiir 
Savi'iiir — tli'ce  limes  denied  liirri,'  and  with  cur¬ 
ses.  Vet  upon  repentance  he  was  foigiven.  Bill 
if  he  had  not  repented,  forgivenetis  would  nut 
have  been  extended  to  liim. 

The  notion  that  it  is  impossible  to  forgive  the 
sill  of  blasphemy,  is  incorrect,  be*cause  our  .Sa¬ 
viour.  while  on  the  cross,  prayed  forihe  very  per¬ 
sons  who  had  committed  it — ••  Fat'ie  ,  birgivc 
them,  for  they  know  not  what  they  do  ’ — iiiean- 
ing  by  this,  that  they  might  be  induced  to  repeii' 
and  ri'eeive  remission  of  their  eins.  Wonbl  he 
have  thus  prayed,  if  it  was  impossible  to  forgive 
them?  Besides,  when  the  apo.stles  preaclie.)  to 
the  Jews  and  Gentiles,  did  they,  when  they  lit  Id 
out  offers  of  mercy,  ext  ept  lliose  wlio  h  id  Jier 
pe; rated  blasphemy  Nothing  l.ke  it — all  were 
invited  to  come.  Whim  Peter  preached  to  the 
Jews  nil  the  day  of  Pentecost,  he  besought  llicm 
indiscriminately  to  repent,  without  e\ee|»iioii. — 
And  it  is  a  fact,  that  or.  one  occa.sioii,  3000,  on 
another,  5000,  on  anniher,  a  great  company  ol' 
priests,  repented  and  were  forgiven,  and  among 
these,  were  many  who  had  aseriiied  the  miracles 
of  Christ  to  an  evil  spirit,  and  thus  roininiited 
blaspiicmy.  This  fact  makes  it  ob,  ions,  that  fliis 
sin  could  be  forgiven  on  true  ivpentanee.  ]>i!i 
the  great  mass  of  the  Jewish  people  lead  no  for¬ 
giveness.  for  they  persisted  in  their  eondiici. — 
And  |>ersisling  in  it.  where  could  they  go  foi  for¬ 
giveness  ?  To  ihs  Jewish  Law  ?  Siitelynot! — 
for  no  provisio  IS  were  made  for  iheir  forgiveness 
HI  that  i  iw — on  the  eonlrary,  it  demaiidcil  the  rigid 
infliclton  of  ihe  |>cnaliy  agauist  alt  hlaspheiiiy. 
Could  they  co  to  Cbris:ianity  ?  By  no  nter.!is. 
without  repentance.  Consequently,  as  they  woulil 
not  repent,  no  forgiveness  was  extended  to  them 
Let  it  be  distinctly  remenifiered.  that  under  llie 
Mosaic  Law.  there  were  sins  whidi  could  be  for¬ 
given  hy  proper  sacrifici’S.  There  were  olher 
sins,  wliieh  could  not  be  furgiven.  !:ul  were  visii- 
ed  with  tile  cicptesl  punishment  under  lliai  law, 
tv  hich  was  death.  .Among  these  sins,  was  cursing 


I  God.  Hence  it  i*  said- "  the  soul  which  doelh  llhe  moment  nn  individual  ntlailieil  a  knowledge 
aught  prcsiiinptuuitsly,  the  same  reproacheth  H  of  God  and  his  Sun,  that  iiiomciii  he  eujayed 
I  the  Lord  ;  and  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  j  eternal  life,  which  shows  that  the  word  is  used  in 
I  among  his  people,  because  he  hath  despised  the  ||  application  to  the  piescnt  sUiie  existence.  Be- 
I  word  of  the  Lord,  and  hath  brnken  his  command- 1  sides,  there  IS  an  instance,  in  which  the  word 
inents.”— Niitn.  XV  :  30,31,  This  sin  was  rigidly  j  everlasting  is  ,'ipplied  tt-  pun.slimcut,  and  is  ex 
punished  with  death.  In  like  iiiaiincr,  it  wasj

j  satan ;  a  crime  which  was  punishable  with  a  death  |

is  ihc  sill  spoken  of  by  John,  in  his  1st  Epistle  | 
5th  chapter,  16th  verse — “If  any  man  see  his  i 
biuther  sin  a  sin  which  is  not  unto  death,  he  shall  j 
ask,  and  he  shall  give  him  life  fur  iheiii  that  siii  I 
not  unto  death.  There  is  a  sin  unto  deat'.i  :  I  do  I 


pre.ssly  limited.  “  Tlietcfnre.  be)io!(l,  I,  even  I, 
will  iiiierly  forget  yon,  .ii:d  the  city  that  I  gave 
yon  and  yunr  fathers,  and  will  cast  you  out  of  mv 
picseiice  ;  ar.d  1  will  btiiig  an  everlasting  rejrrcac'h 
on  you  ;  and  a  perpetual  shame  which  sliall  not 
be  forgoiten.” — ler.  xxiii:  30,40.  Auexamina- 
lion  of  the  context  will  show  that  liiis  everlasting 
reproacii  alludes  to  ihe  seventy  years  ia|uivity  m 
Bahylun,  and  to  no  other  suliject.  Heuce,  from 
all  these  facts,  it  follows,  that  the  words  eternal 
and  everlasting  are  indefinite  in  their  meaning, 


I  nut  say  that  he  shall  pi.iy  for  it.’'  Those  were  ]|  and  that  it  is  fallacious  to  attempt  proving  endless
